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Despite advances in the field of 
geotechnical earthquake engi- 
neering, earthquakes continue 
tocause loss of life and property 
in one part of the world or 
another.

Another volume, Soil dynamics 
and liquefaction, looks at: con- 
stitutive relations in soil dy- 
namics, liquefaction of soils, 
and experimental soil dynamics.

Existing and emerging 
technologies appropriate to 
each of the sub-systems were 
surveyed and _ technologies 
which showed the most poten- 
tial to meet the necessary 
functions demands identified.
